We ehall never bave pure elections until we
strike out the rootof the evil. Public opinion
cannot be concentrated with suflicient force
againet the wrong to correct it. What Is ab-
solutely wuecessary is that some men, who
feek their own advancement hy corrapting
their fellows, should be convicted and pun-
Izhed as eriminals. It I8 far more important to

iim who, being tempted, yields sud falls,

Under our present constitution, lnws may be |

paseed excluoding from the right of suffrage
pereons who may be convicted of bribery, lar-
cery, or of any infamons erime; and for depriv-
ing persons who may make wagera ipon the
resnlt of any election of the right of voting at
sueh election, Apd this is all that eau Ye done
under the "exiating provisions of the Constitn-
tion, which needs to be amended in this respect.
Resolutions proposing amendments passed the
Fenate and Assembly in 1853, but falled to re-
ceive the assent of the Legislature chosen at
the next election of Benators,

I reepectfully recommend the adoption of
there resolutions by the present Legislature,
with ench modifieations, If any, as to them may
feem proper, &o that the next Legislature, (a
new Senate being chosen next November) may
act upon them, and, as I trust they will do, con-
cur in them and send them for approval (o the
people.

THE BROOKLYN GAS EXPLOSION.

- .

Full Particulars—One Man Killed nnd Two
Minning - Gireat Destruction of Property.

The New York I"ost ol Jast eveniong says: —

The explosion of the works of the Brooklvn
Gas Company has been already reported. The
following full particulars of the affair have since
been obtained: —

In one of the yurdsof the company, bounded
by Plymouth, Water, and Gold streets, three
large holders or tanks are stationed. two of
which at the time of the accident were filled with
gos, These holders are divided into two sec-
tiong—upper aud lower—and when lowered they
lap together; the sections are raised by chalns
running through wheels placed abova.

The large tank, fronting on Gold street, has
been out of order [or some weeks, and is sald
to bave contained no gas, This morntog one of
the supports of the structure gave way, and the
upper section of the tank fell with great force.
Workmen were immediately sent to the place
and began pumping alr into the npper section
for the purpose of ralgirg it. Duriog the pro-
gress of the work. it Is supposed, some of the
wheels became clogged. The pressure of alr
alreandy in the holder was very great, and at
this critical moment one of the girders of the
structure snapped asunder, causing one of the
massive Iron plllars of the work to give way.

The engine room and bollers of the works are
situated under ground, and the engineer, who
was below at the time ¢f the accideot, hearing
the noise overbead, rushed up to inquire Its
caufe, Almosl as soon as he reached the ground
the iron column fell upon him and crushed him
into a shapeless mass,

The iron plllar fhen tottered over and fell
upon the top of the tank on Water street, crosh-
Ing it completely in. This tank was filled with
gus, which escaped In a great volume, and
coming in contact with the flames from the en-
gine room, exploded with n terrible force. The
flames ghot to a helght of over two handred
foel, and the nolée of the explosion was plalnly
heard for a great distance.

The report caused a slight panie in the pablie
school close by, but the efforts of the teachers
snceeeded in prescr\'ing order and quieting the
fears of the pupils. Bix tenement-houses on
Gold etreet and three on Wuter street, ou the
same block, were shattered as if by an earth-
guake. The windows were blown out and the
plastering loosened from the walis and cellings.
A fire broke out In one of the tenements on
Gold street, ahd eaused considerable damage,

The people living in the shattered dwellings
have been busy since the aceident removing the
furniture from their homes, and their condition
Is truly pitiable, The buildings are all the

1operty of the gas company. The damage
1y the explosion Is estimated at $150,000. Tnis
is the third time within a recent period that
explosions have occurred on the premises, A
rigid investigation will goon be made. A watch-
man, John Harley, and a laborer named Reed
are miesing, and believed to be under the rains.
The firemen and police are now engaged in
clearing away the rubbish, with the view of re-
covenng the bodles.

WRECKERS ON THE MISSISSIPPI,
Fiahtlng for Plunder—Scenes About
Wreek of the Sieamer Melilll=Thel

The Memphis A valanche of January 22 says:—
The T. L. McGill disaster, which oeccurred a
week apo last night, is fresh in the minds of our
readers, Charles Foster, the mate of the
MeGill, with eix of the deck hands, remalned
with the freight to protect and goard it uotil
tbe underwriter ngents could reach the place,
The remainder of the MeGill's crew came Lo the
city some days ago, and passed on to their
several bomes. Last Monday and Tuesday skiffs
propelled by negroes and white men made their
appearance about the wreek, and began to carry
oft everything and apything that could be got
out. Llke huogry vultures, hnnting carrion,
they hourly lucreased in number, until thirty or
forty were at work pillaging, stealing, and ran-
mcilug from amoog the debris of the smoking
hulk.

At the same time crowds of viclous-leoking
persons, black and while, gathered around the
unipjured frelght plle on the shore, aud the
wep in eharge of it began to lmagine they were
after no good: In fact, they gréew somewhat un-
eaey In tbeir minds concerning their own
enfety. Thelr alarm was lncreased at night-
fall, {or then hideous faces could be seen peep-
jug ut intervals from behiod fence corners and
bushes in the vielnlty, Toward midoight they
were startled by a rifle shot, the ball of which
whistled in close proximity to thelr ears.
Every mother's son of them darted behiod au
ont plle, just in time to save themselves from
half-a-dozen shots, which followed the first in
quick succession., Volees—strange, sepulchral
volees—next yelled to the guardsmen, ‘‘Take
the river! take the river!" But the boatmen
fired at the rascals, held them at bay, and built
barricades of oats aud ¢orn piles and pork
barrele,

PARIS UNDER FIRE,

St i
Fearful Neenes In the Streets,

The speclal correspondent of the Daily News
in Paris, in a letter of the Sth, says there can
be no doubt. of the resolution of the people to
reclist to the last: —

“They will resist far longer than amry one
could have supposed. When I last wrote 1o
you on this suhject T stated that Paris conld
bold out certainly o the 1stof February, and
protably for a longer period. But [ thiok |
may now say with twolerable certainty that Paris
ie good for the 1st of Mareh. Itls beyvond all
expectation, and [ confess | am surprized; but
it i# uo more than members of the Government
bave agaln and aguin predicted in my bearing
for many weeks past.

“The bombardment stlll goes on, but with an
effect, moral and physical, so small that any
deseription of It would sound almost like
bravedo. That there have been deaths, and that
there has been destruction, it 1s lmpossinle w
deny: and death and destruction are alwavs
terriile to witness. But for the object which
the Prusslans have In view the prodigions can-
nonade with which Puris has been visived mizht
as well have been asalvo of champagne boitles,
The only practical result of the bowbardwent
which 1 can find is one jest the more for the
Hitle buys of Paris. Whohen they see a man or a
woman particolarly well dressed —say o man
glorions In fars that argoe an extraordinary care
of his person—they ery out ‘flat, fiat! a shell, a
ehell, a plat ventre! Down on your faces.' Toe
man, gorgeous io fur, fulle flat on the ground —
perhinps in the gutter—and the Parisian urchin
rejoices with exceeding great joy.

*“The Prussian shells have burst upon the gar-
dens of the Luxemburg, upon the Invalides,
upon Lthe Observatory, upon the bLoulevard and
élrecl which tuke their vame from the hotteat
of all hot places—the Boulevard d'Enfer. But
most of all ithey seem 10 converge upon the

mother roshes in terror-etricken, and awoons
with joy to find that bher babes are unhurt,
In one of the houses some soldlers are cook-
ing their dinper; a shell comes tumbling into
the pot, and the dinner is dissipated, bat the
goldiers are untouched. In another housaa cele-
brated painter is working at bis eascl; a shell
plunges into Lis etndio, destroys his pictures, but
doeg him no bodily harm. A cab joge along the
streels in the lazy fashion peculiar to Freoch
cabs, Itcontaivs two ladies, and if the coach-
man bhad been a little more active it need not
now be recorded that one was killed and the
other only frightened. Frightened! People
may well be frightened at such personal expe-
riences; but Parie, nevertheless, Is compara-
tively indifferent, and the psychological moment
i& not come, nor is it ot band, So much life has
been destroved thata few lives more or less
can make no great difference; and =0 muach
property—vgluable property—has suffered de-
struction around Paris that more waste and de-
structicn can produce little cflect. We have
become geagoned to suffering —hardened.”

FROM EUROPE.

Paris Rioting—An Atinck Made on the
Houwel de Ville,

Loxpon, Jan. 20 —Despatches dated Paris
Junuary' 23 say:—At noon yesterday, anouat
two hupdred of the most repulsive and wil-
lainous-looking rutliavs in the eiey, ineluding a
large number of soldiers and the 16lst war
battallion of the National Guard, marched ina
body to the place in front of the lotel de Ville,
uttering revolutiouary cries sud calling upon
Lthe citizens Lo arm.

Never duriog the presenttroubles has a erowd
been feen brivging so vividly wo miod the hor-
rors of the old Frenchrevolution. Alter gaziog
on the hideous faces and bearing the hoarse,
uncouath voices, it required but a hitile streteh of
the hwagloation to picture the background, with
the recking knives, the hlood stalned guillotine,
ond the female furies of those terrible days.

RESISTANCH,

They occnpied the place over an honr with-
out any opposition, #inging, shouting, and yell-
ivg. Intbhe meantime s small guard of Moblles
and Bretous were drawn up in front of the
Hotel de Ville, who swod their ground, aveid-
ing any collision with the mob by all the weans
in their power.

HOSTILITIES BEGUN.

After 2 o'elock the Adjutant in command, ad-
vanciog In frout of the wen on accvunt of o
pomnew bat more thresteniog demonstration by
the crowd, was fired upon sud foll, severely
wounded io the head and arm.

THE CHOWD FIKED UFON.

Immedintely on secing theig oflicer fall the
Mobiles fired on the crowd, ereating o terrible
panie. Unfortunately, s uuwber of parsons
who bad patbercd as lookers ou, sucoursged
by the lepgth of time which bhad elapsed with-
out violence, were drawn up o front of the
Hotel de Ville, recvived the shols of the
Molilles.

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED,

Ag the crowd tled shricking, apparently fifty
of thelr number were Jelt ou Loe groand. After-
wards IL was ascortalned that five were Killed,
includlvg oue woman and two ehildren, and
eighteen wounded more or less severely, besides
eeversl slighler hurts.

SHOOTING THE MORILES FROM THE WINDOWS

At the same moment that the Mobiles fired a
pumber of muskets were discharged from the
windows of the houses on the east slde of the

lace ocvnpled by the rioters, Three or four
Mobiles fell from the fire, which was unforin-
pately badly directed. The old casemntes above
the statne of Heuri Quatre were completely rid-
dled with bullets.

FLIGHT OF THE RIOTEARS, -

After pevernl rounds were fired the Mobiles
withdrew from the building, and a large force
of Natlopal Guards came at double-quiek time
nlong the Roe Rivoll, with Geueral Vinoy at
thelr head, As they approached the Howel de
Ville the rioters Jeft the houses and fed before
them, the gunrds, eingularly, allowing them to
escape without shooting er srresting them.

Five Men Urushed lo the Hulnes,

‘About half-past 10 o'clock this forenoon those
who happened to be in the nelghborbood of the
coruer of Johu sud Water stroets were startled
at bearing s sharp, eracking nolse us of break-
ing immevee timbers. This was suceeeded by o
sweeping crish a8 of the falling of some lurge
bedy carrying everviling before it; and fipally
adull, benvy sound as the body reached the
el th—this lust belog miogled with the percing
gercans of buman Helugs who had beeo thus
enught, ns It were, lu a dead-fall and were en-
duriug lotense agony.

Instuutly all eyes were turned toward the
poriable engine manufuctory of Lane & Bodley,
un Lhe sontheast cornerof Water & Jolho streets,
und almost imuediately therealter o frightonsd
ewjdoye of that establishwent came ruonlog
out with the word that the roof of the boller-
shed bod fallen lu, killing the eight or teéu an-
fortupate men who had been labvoring under it

their arrival, foopd that the employes of the
eeinblishmwent bad already formed a ling and
were romovipg the debris under whieh their
unfortunate companions were  writhing in
sgony. As fast as they were reached they were
tenderly tken np and borus Intu the connting-
room of the establi=hment, where in a very shiort
e medieal assistance wns on hand, aod
everviiing that was possible was done towards
alleviating their suflerings.

THRE VICTIMS.

At the time the accldent took plave, elght
men were at work In the “shed,” as 16 15 callod,
Of there, thrée escnped unhurt, and the five re-
muining ones were all injured badly.

THE ROOF

of the shed was a large one—about glxty by
vinetly feet—aud bad been copsiructed ln 1566,
under the supervision of one of our best archi-
tects. It was supposed Lo be strong evough to
bear ihe heaviest welght ol snow that could pos-
sivly full Jo (his latitude.
